No. 3 YELLOW—Shall be reasonably sound, reason— 
ably dry, reasonably clean, but not sufficiently sound 
dry, or clean, for No.2 Yellow, and shall contain 
ab least 75 per cent. of Yellow Corn. 

No. 4 YELLOW;-Shall inciude all Yellow Corn not

White 
Oats, reasonably clean, dry, and reasonably free from 
other erain and weighing nog less than 28 lbs. to 
the measured bushel. 

No. 3 WHITE—Shall be not less than 8 per cent, 
white Oats, but not sufficiently sound for No. 2, and 
weighing not less than % Ibs. to'the measured bu. 

No. 4 WHITE—Shall be not less than 75 per cent. 
White Oats, not sufficiently sound for No.3 White, 
and weighing not less than 23 lbs. to the measured 
bushel. 

No. 2 MIXED—Must be sound, sweet, reasonably 
clean. reasonably free from other grain, and weigh- 
ing not less than 28 Ibs. to the measured bushel. 

No. 3 MIXED—To include inferior or dirty oats, not 
unsound, hot, or in a heating condition, or from. 
any other cause unfit for No. 2. 

No. 1 CLIPPED WHITE OATS--Shall be white, bright, 
sound, well cleaned and reasonably free from other 


grain, weighing not less than 36 1bs. to the meas— 


ured bushel. 

No. 2 WHITE CLIPS.—Shall be sound, well cleaned, 
reasonably free from other grain, but may be slight- 
ly stained, weighing not less than 84 Bounds to the 
measured bushel. 

Ne. 3 WHITE CLIPS.—Shall be at least 75 per cent. 
white, reasonably sound, clean, and reasonably free 
from other grain, and weigh not less than 30 Ibs. to 
the measured bushel.

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GENERAL RULES. 


J. All Grain that is hot, warm, or in heat- 
ing condition, or in any way not fit for ware- 
housing shall not grade better than No 


| Established Grade. 


IJ. All Inspectors shall make their reason 
for grading, fully known by notations on 
their books in writing. 

III. For in-inspection all grain shall pay 
25e peYL car. 

IY. The Inspection Department shall in 
no case make grade of grain above that of 
the poorest quality found in any lot of grain 
when it has evidently been “plugged” for the 
purpose of deceiving the inspector. 

VY. When grain is sold by Car Loads. with- 
out the specific quantity being named at 
time of sale a car load of 

Wheat shall be deemed to cansist of 600 
bushel. — 

A ear load of Rye, 600 bushel. 

A ear load of Oats, 1000 bushel. 

A ear load of Corn, 600 bushel. 

VI. When grain can be raised a grade by 
cleaning, inspectors will note on tickets, 
blow to grade site 


Note.— All persons eniployed in the inspec- 
tion of Grain shall report all attempts to de- 
fraud the system of Grain Inspection as es- 
tablished. They shall also report all attempts 
of receivers or shippers of Grain to instruct 
or in any way influence the action or opinion 
of the Inspector.
